Nazis Faked 
Pretext for 
Polish War

full story of the spark that 
set 


off World War 11 — a fake attack 
on a'German radio station staged 
by Gestapo agents dressed in Po- 
lish army uniforms—was unfolded 
today, before the International Mil- 
itary tribunal. 


As the war crimes trial was re- 
cessed for the Christmas holidays, 
American prosecutors submitted a 
Gestapo official's story of the raid, 
naming the assassinated hangman, 
Rcinhard Heydrich, as the man who 
engineered the coup which Hitler 
used as the excuse for Ihe Polish 
invasion—crying to the world lhat 
Germany had been attacked firsl. 


The story was told in Ihc 
affi- 


davit of Alfred Naujocks who said 
'ie 
led 
a 
company 
of Gestapo 


agents dressed in Polish uniforms 
in a raid on the German radio 
station at Glewit-/. on Aug. HI, HIM!) 
the day before the invasion. The 
raiders broadcast incendiary 
re- 
marks in Polish 
and 
then 
left 


bahihd Ihe bullet-riddled bodies of 
drugged 
German 
concentration 
camp prisoners, also dressed 
in 


Polish uniforms, 
as 
"evidence," 
Naujocks said. 


The affidavit was presented near 
Ihe end of the session, when the 
tribunal recessed the 
trial 
until 


Jan. 2 over the protest of Justice 
Robert H. Jackson, chief U. S. pros- 
ecutor, who said another week will 
bn needed after the holiday to com 
plele the American case against 
'.he 22 Nazi leaders and six organ- 
izations on Ural. 


Naujocks, in his affidavit, 
said 


the fake1 attack with a company 
of disguised Gestapo men "should 
make it appear that Polish 
sol- 


diers 
were 
attacking 
German 
ti'oops." 


"Mueller (another Gestapo 
offi- 


cial i stale he had 
12 or 
13 con- 


demned criminals who were lo be 
dressed in Polish uniforms and left 
dead on the ground of the scene 
of the incident to show they had 
been killed while attacking. 


"For 
this purpose they were to 


be given fatal injections by a doc- 
tor employed by Heydrich. Then 
they were also to be given gunshot 
wounds. After the incident, mem- 
bers of the press and other persons 
wore to be taken to the sprit." 


Telling of orders to carry 
the 


drugged convicts to the radio sta- 
tion during the "raid" on the eve- 
ning of Aug. 31. Naujocks 
des- 


cribed his part in the sham attack 
as follows: 


"I received this man and had 


him laid down at the entrance to 
Ihe station. He was alive but com- 
pletely unconscious. 1 tried to open 
his eyes. I could not recognize by 
his eyes that he was alive, only 
by his breathing. I did not see the 
gunshot wounds but a lot of blood 
was smeared across his face. He 
was in civilian clothes. 


"We seized the radio station as 
ordered, broadcast a 
speech 
of 


three or four minutes 
over 
the 


emergency transmitter, fired some 
pistol shots and left." 


Naujocks said that Heydrich, who 


was later assassinated in Czechos* 
lovakia by a Czech patriot, ordered 
that the incendiary speech in Po- 
lish should "state that the time has 
come for conflict between Germans 
and Poles and that the Poles should 
get together and smash down any 
Germans from whom they met re- 
sistance." 


As the first five weeks of the 


trial ended, most of the leading 
figures of the tribunal and prose- 
cution staffs prepared 
to 
leave 


Nuernberg for the holidays. 


Justice Jackson planned to spend 


Christinas in 
Palestine, 
Justice

of their victims.
